Jormation received pursuant to section 552 of title 5,
United States Code, (commonly known as the ‘Free-
dom of Information Act’) and develop a singular,
publicly accessible repository of these disclosed docu-
ments.”’;

Jrimes Reauthorization Act of 2016 without an in-
person investigation or review conducted by an officer
or employee of the Criminal Section of the Civil
Rights Division of the Department of Justice or by an
agent of the Federal Bureaw of Investigation.

“(4) PUBLIC ENGAGEMENT.—

“(A) IN GENERAL—The Department shall
hold meetings with representatives of the Civil
Rights Division, Federal Bureaw of Investiga-
tion, the Community Relations Service, eligible
entities, and where appropriate, state and local

TIONS.—In addition to amounts made available

nities to address tensions raised by Civil Rights era
crimes.”’;
